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. 5-  That  a General  Board  of  Truftees  be  held  at 
four  (luted  tunes  in  the  year,  viz.  on  the  feveral 
Thu  rf days  preceding  the  25th.  day  of  March , the 
24th:  of  jfune,  the  29th.  of  September , and  the  25th. 
of  December;  and  at  other  times,  on  fpecial  occafions, 
fubjeft  to  regulations  to  be  hereafter  noticed. 

6.  That  the  power  of  making  and  repealing  Laws, 
and  of  ele&ing  and  removing  Officers,  he  veiled  in 
the  General  Board  only. 

7.  That  there  be  a Weekly  Board  of  Truftees, 
which  fhall  confift  of  five,  at  lead,  to  meet  every 
Monday,  at  eleven  o’clock,  at  the  Infirmary. 

3.  That  at  the  General  Board,  holden  next  before 
Midfummer , a Prefident,  Treafurer,  and  Deputy 
Treafurer,/ be,  annually,  chofen  out  of  the  Truftees; 
and  that  the  Treafurer  give  fecurity,  to  fuch  perfons, 
as  the  General  Board  (hall,  appoint,  for  the  due 
accounting  of  all  fuch  money,  as  he  fhall  receive  for 
the  ufe  of  the  Infirmary,  and  fhall  pay  all  fuch  .Bills 
as  are  ordered  by  the  General,  or  Weekly  Board,  fuch 
order  being  firft  figned  by  the  Secretary. 

g.  That  the  Prefident,  Treafurer,  or  one  of  the 
Deputy  Treafurers,  at  every  Board,  take  the  Chair; 
or,  in  their  abfence,  that  the  Members  prefent  ap- 
point one  of  their  own  number  tp  be  Chairman. 
That  the  Chairman,  if  the  voices  on  any  queftion 
be  equal,  fhall  have  a calling  vote.  That,  at  every 
General  Board,  the  proceedings  of  the  lad  General 
Board,  and,  at  every  Weekly  Board,  the  proceedings 
of  the  lad  Weekly  Board,  fhall  be  read;  and  all 
Laws  and  Orders,  made  at  one  General  Board,  (hall 
be  in  force  and  binding  till  the  next  General  Board, 
and  no  longer,  unlefs  confirmed  by  a majority  of 
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Truftees,  prefent  at  fuch  fubfequent  General  Boar'3, 
And.  that  all  orders  of  the  Weekly  Board  continue 
in  force,  till  repealed  by  fome  fubfequent  Weekly, 
or  General  Board. 

10.  That  whenever  it  fhall  be  propofed  to  alter, 
or  refeind  any  old,  or  to  make  any  new  Rule  for  the 
regulation  of  the  Infirmary,  Lunatic  Hofpital,  or 
Public  Baths,  if  the  propofal  be  made  by  a Truftee  or 
Truftees  in  perfon  at  the  Weekly  Board,  and  a 
majority  of  the  faid  Board  approve  of  fuch  propofal, 
the  fame  fnall  be  advertifed  in  the  Manchefter  Papers, 
at  leafl  fourteen  days  previous  to  the  holding  of  a 
General  Board.  If  notice  of  luch  intention  fhall  be 
given  to  the  Weekly  Board  in  writing  figned  by  lefs 
than  feven  Truftees,  the  Board  fhall  have  the  power 
of  receiving,  or  reje&ing  fuch  propofals ; but  if  figned 
by  feven,  or  more  Truftees,  the  Board  fhall  caufe 
£hc  fame  to  be  advertifed  as  above. 

11.  That  the  proceedings  of  every  Board  be  fairly 
regiftered,  and  figned  by  the  Chairman. 

12.  That  at  the  General  Board,  holden  next  before 
Midfummer , two  Truftees  be  annually  chofen  to  in-' 
fpe£t  and  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Infirmary,  and  to 
report  the  fame,  .from  time  to  time,  to  the  General 
Board;  and,  at  the  end  of  every  year,  viz.  at  Mid -■ 
Jummer , to  draw  out  the  accounts,  with  a Report  of 
the  Charity,  the  number  of  patients  received  and 
difeharged  within  the  year,  ,and  an  abftraft  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Truftees ; and  that  they  pro-, 
duce  the  fame,  at  a General  Board  to  be  appointed' 
for  that  purpofe,  before  Michaelmas: 

13.  That  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  be  appointed 
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14.  That  an  Apothecary,  Secretary,  and  Matron 
be  appointed  as  Officers,  by  the  General  Board ; and 
fuch  Nurfes  and  Servants,  as  are  neccffary,  by  the 
Weekly  Board. 

15.  That  the  Clergy,  refident  in  Manchtfltr  and 
Salford,  be  defired  to  attend  the  Infirmary,  in  weekly 
rotation,  and  to  minifter  £0  the  patients  at  a conve- 
nient hour. 

16.  That  the  Secretary  fend  letters,  every  Friday , 
to  (even  Subfcribers,  refiding  in  Manckejler  or  Salford , 
in  the  order,  in  which  they  Hand  in  the  alphabetical 
lift,  requefhing  their  attendance  on  the  Monday 
following,  at  the  Weekly  Board,  thejre  to  take  upon 
them  the  offices  of  Infpettors  and  Houfe  Vifitors  of 
both  the  Infirmary  and  Lunatic  Hofpital,  for  the 
enfuing  week;  and  that  fome  of  them  do  vifit  both 
Houfes,  and  enquire,  Whether  the  Rules  concerning 
the  Officers,  Servants  and  Patients,  have  been  ob- 
ferved;  particularly,  whether  the  Patients  have  been 
duly  attended  by  the  Phyficians,  Surgeons,  Apothe- 
cary, &c.P  — whether  Prayers  have  been  duly  read? 
whether  the  Patients  or  Servants  have  been  guilty 
of  fwearing,  drunkennefs,  any  immorality,  or  inde- 
cency ? whether  the  provifions  are  good,  and  whether 
they  have  been  carried  out  of  the  Ploufe,  or  brought 
into  it  clandeltinely  ? and  into  fuch  other  affairs,.as.they 
{hall  think  proper  to  be  noticed : and  that  they  enter 
their  obfervations  in  a book,  provided  for  tha{ 
purpofc,  and  attend,  to  make  their  Report,  at  the  next 
Weekly  Board. 

17.  That  the  Weekly  Board  infpeft  the  obfer- 
vations of  the  Houfe-Vifitors ; regulate  all  matters 
relating  to  the  admiffion  and  difeharge  of  Patients;  in- 
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quire  into  the  conduct  of  the  Officers  and  Servants; 
examine  and  pafs  accounts ; order  payments ; execute 
the  orders  of  the  General  Boards,  and  prepare  fuch 
matters,  as  are  proper  to  be  laid  before  the  famie. 

18.  That  the  Weekly  Board,  nine  Truflees  being 
prefent,  have  power  to  fufpend  the  Apotl\ecary,  Secre- 
tary, or  Matron,  for  milbehaviour ; and  to  appoint 
others,  during  the  fufpenfion ; and  to  difeharge  Nurfes 
and  other  Servants,  and  chufe  others  in  their  (lead. 

19.  That  when  any  vacancy  fhall  happen  in  the 
office  of  Prcfident,  Treafurer,  Deputy-Treafurer,  Phy- 
fician,  Surgeon,  Apothecary,  Secretary,  or  Matron, 
the  Weekly  Board  fhall  fummon  a General  Board  to 
fill  up  the  vacancy,  unlefs  a ftated  General  Board  fhall 
happen  at  a convenient  diftance  of  time  ; and,  till  fuch 
election  be  made,  the  Weekly  Board  fhall  appoint  a 
a perfon,  or  perfons,  to  aft  in  the  vacant  office. 

20.  That  the  Weekly  Board,  nine  Truftees  being 
prefent,  have  power  to  fummon  a General  Board, 
upon  any  fpecial  occafion,  giving  public  notice  four- 
teen days  at  the  leaft  before,  and  fpecifying  the 
bufmefs  to  be  tranfafted  at  fuch  Meeting. 

21.  That  all  eleftions,  if  contefled,  be  by  ballot ; 
and  all  queflions  be  decided  by  a majority  of  votes 
prefent,  which  fhall  be  taken  by  ballot,  if  required ; 

but  no^Subfcriber  fhall  have  a vote  at  any  GenerajkA^  ^ 
Board,  unlefs  he  fhall  have  paid  his  fubfeription  at 
leaft,  four  months,  previous  to  the  holding  of  fuch 
Board. 

22.  That  all  fubferiptions,  for  the  current  year, 
be  deemed  to  become  due  on  every  25th,  of  June, 
at  which  period  the  year  is  fuppofed  to  commence : 
and  that  all  new  fubferiptions  be  confidered  as  taking

place  on  that  day,  and  ending  at  the  enfuing  M id- 

jummer. 

23.  That  the  Secretary  fend  a monitory  letter  to 
ail  perfons,  wliofe  fubferiptions  are  three  months  in 
arrear,  to  prevent  further  delay  of  payment;  all 
fubferiptions  being  fuppofed  to  continue,  unlefs  the 
Subfcriber  order  the  contrary  by  letter. 

24.  That  no  P reft  dent,  Treafurer,  Deputy  Trea- 
surer, Auditor,  Phyftcian,  or  Surgeon  fhall  receive 
any  reward,  falary,  or  gratuity  from  the  Infirmary 
for  his  fervice. 

25.  That  no  patient,  or  perfon  related  to  the 
Infirmary,  do  at  any  time  prefume,  on  pain  of  expul- 
fion,  give  or  take,  from  any  Tradefman,  Patient, 
Servant,  Stranger,  or  other  Perfon  whomfoever,  any 
fee,  reward,  or  gratuity,  direttly  or  indirectly,  for 
any  fervice  done,  or  to  be  done,  on  account  of  either 
of  the  Charities. 

26.  That  a Table  of  the  Rules  and  Orders,  which 
relate  to  the  condufl  of  the  Patients  and  Servants, 
be  hung  up  in  each  Ward,  and  publicly  read  over 
every  Friday  Morning,  by  a perfon  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Weekly  Board. 

• 27.  That  an  Inventory  of  all  the  Houfelrold 
Goods  and  Furniture,  belonging  to  the  Infirmary, 
Lunatic  Hofpital,  and  Baths,  be  taken  by  the  Se- 
cretary, and  figned  by  the  Auditors,  annually,  at 
the  lead,  fourteen  days  before  the  24th  of  June  ; 
that  the  Inventory  be  kept  by  the  Secretary,  who 
fhall  deliver  a copy  to  the  Matron:  and  that  the 
Inventory,  then  taken,  be  compared  by  the  Auditors 
with  that  of  the  preceding  year,  as  well  as  with  the 
account  of  what  has  been  fince  purchafed. 
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28.  That  the  Weekly  Board  be  empowered  to 
contraft  with  Tradefmen  in  general ; and  do,  when  they 
think  proper,  publifh  an  account  of  provifions,  or 
other  articles  wanted,  and  give  notice  to  fuch,  as  are 
willing  to  furnifh  the  fame,  to  bring  their  propofals 
fealed  up  to  the  Secretary,  at  a day  fixed,  in  order 
that  the  next  Weekly  Board  may  determine,  which 
fhall  be  accepted. 

29.  That  the  appointment  of  the  particular  diet 
of  the  patients  be  under  the  regulation  of  their  re- 
fpe£tive  Phyfician,  or  Surgeon;  and  that  no  other 
provifions,  or  liquors  be  brought  into  the  Houfe  tQ 
them,  on  any  pretence  whatfoever. 

30.  That  a Poor  Box  be  fet  up  in  fome  convenient 
place,  to  which  there  fhall  be  two  locks;  the  key  of 
one  to  be  kept  by  the  Treasurer,  and  of  the  other,  as 
the  Weekly  Board  fhall  appoint;  and  that  the  money 
therein  collefled  be  applied  to  the  ufe  of  the  Infir- 
mary. 

31.  That  the  Matron,  Apothecary  and  Servants, 
fie  ready  to  attend  the  Iloufe  Vifitors  in  the  Board 
Room  ; That,  when  the  Vifitors  enter  the  Wards, 
the  Matron,  Apothecary  and  Servants  withdraw,  and 
the  Patients  be  by  their  refpe&ive  beds. 

32.  That  all  Deeds,  Evidences  and  Writings, 
relating  to  the  Infirmary  or  Lunatic  Holpital,  or, 
where  the  originals  cannot  be  found,  attefled  Copies 
thereof,  {hall  be  preferved  in  a Cheft,  provided  for 
that  purpofe,  and  fecured  by  three  locks;  the  keys 
whereof  fhall  be  kept  by  fuch  perfons,  as  fhall  be 
appointed  by  the  General  Board  holden  next  before 
the  24th  of  June,  annually.

. 33.  That  Tables  of  the  feveral  Bencfa&ions  and 

■Legacies,  of  not  Ids  than  ten  pounds,  which  have 
been  given  and  paid  to  thefe  Charities  fince  its  firft 
inftitution,  be  put  up  in  the  Board  Room  of  the 
Infirmary;  and  that  the  Treafurer  and  Deputy  Trea- 
furers  take  care  to  fee,  that  Tables  of  fuch  Benefac- 
tions and  Legacies,  to  that  amount,  as  may  hereafter 
be  given  and  paid,  be  likewife  put  up  in  the  faid 
Room.

37.  r | 'HAT  In  Patients  be  admitted  by  the  Weekly 
•4-  Board  on  every  Monday  only, . between  the 
hours  of  eleven  and  one ; and  that  In,  Out,  and 
Home  Patients,  be  difeharged  by  the  Weekly  Board, 
every  Monday,  at  eleven  o’clock. 

38.  That  poor  Perfons,  afflified  with  any  difeafe, 
excepting  fuch,  as  can  be  made  Out  Patients,  be 
vifited  by  the  Phyficians  or  Surgeons  at  their  own 
habitations. 

39.  That  Out  and  Home  Patients  be  admitted 
.every  day,  Sundays . excepted,  provided  they  bring 
their  Recommendations  before  nine  o’clock  in  the 
morning ; for  which  purpofe  a Phyfician  and  Surgeon 
fhall  attend  every  morning,  at  that  time;  and  that 
the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  be  empowered  to  alter 
Recommendations  of  In,  Out,  or  Home  Patients, 
and  to  fix  them  in  fuch  of  the  three  clalfcs,  as  may 
be  thought  mod  proper  to  afford  the  bed  means  of 
expediting  their  cure. 

40.  That  a Subfcriber  of  one  Guinea  fhall  have 
a right  to  recommend  one  Out  and  one  Home  Patient^ 
at  a time ; and,  a Subfcriber  of  two  Guineas,  one 
In  Patient,  or  two  Out  Patients,  together  with  two 
Home  Patients,  at  a time ; and  for  every  larger  fum 
fubferibed  in  the  fame  proportion ; that  a Benefa&pr, 
who  has,  at  one  time,-  given  to  the  Infirmary  or 
Lunatic  Hofpital,  the  fum  of  ten  Guineas,  fhall  have 
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an  equal  right  with  an  annual  Subfcriber  of  one 
Guinea,  and  fo,  in  proportion,  for  greater  bene- 
factions. 

41.  That  all  Recommendations,  for  Home  Patients, 
be  dated  and  figned  hy  the  Subfcriber,  from  whom 
they  are  procured  and  that  the  Phyfician  or  Surgeon, 
receiving  fuch  Recommendation,  be  at  liberty  t6 
refufe  vifiting  any  Home  Patients,  whom  they  {hall 
have  reafon  to  think  are  not  proper  objects  of  this 
Charity,  ftating  the  cafe  of  the  Patient  fo  'the 
Weekly  Board.  And  that,  if  during  the  attendance 
of  a Phyfician  Or  Surgeon  upon  a Home  Patient,  any 
one,  or  more  of  the  fame  Family  {hall  happen  to  fall 
fick,  the  Phyfician  or  Surgeon  fhall  be  at  liberty  to 
preferibe  For  fuch  perfon,  or  perfons  without  waiting 
for  frefh  Recommendations ; but  the  Phyfician  or 
Surgeon  fhall  infert,  or  caufe  to  be  inferted,  their 
name  or  names  in  the  Books,  as  Home  Patients. 

42.  That  no  perfon  be  admitted  a patient  without 
the  recommendation  of  a Subfcriber  or  Benefaftor,  as 
before  named,  except  in  cafes,  that  will  not  admit  of 
delay;  in  which  the  Apothecary  or  Matron,  fending 
immediate  notice  to  the  Phyfician  or  Surgeon  of  the 
week,  may  give  admiffion. 

43.  That  no  perfons  he  admitted,  who  are  able  to 
fubiift  themfelves  and  pay  for  their  cure ; and  that  no 
Apprentices  or  Domellic  Servants  of  perfons  able  to 
pay*  for  their  board,  be  admitted  as  In  Patients  unlefs 
their  Mafters  or  Milfreffes  undertake  to  pay  3s.  6d. 
per  week  for  their  fubfiflence ; and  that  no  fuch  Ser- 
vants be  vifited,  by  either  Phyfician  or  Surgeon,  at 
the  houfes  of  their  Mafters  or  Miftrefles. 
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44*  That  no  perfon  be  admitted  or  differed  to  re* 
main  as  an  In  Patient,  who  is  capable  of  receiving 
equal  benefit,  as  an  Out  Patient. 

45.  That  no  Subfcriber’s  recommendation  fhall  be 
accepted  while  his  Subfcription  is  in  arrear. 

46.  That  a Letter,  figned  by  the  Secretary  or 
Chairman  of  the  Weekly  Board,  be  fent  to  every 
Truflee.  recommending  an  In  Patient,  provided  the 
Patient  be  not  received  into  the  Infirmary,  dating  the 
reafons  for  non-admiflion,  and  in  what  manner  the 
Patient  is  difpofed  of;  and, that  notice  be  alfo  given  to 
the  perfon,  who  has  recommended,  whenever  an  In 
Fatient  is  difcharged  cured. 

47.  That  when  there  fhall  be  want  of  room  in  the 
Infirmary  for  the  adraiffion  of  all  duly  recommended, 
and  qualified  to  be  In  Patients,  thofe.  fhall  be  fird  re^- 
ceived,  whcfe  cafes  will  admit  of  the  lead  delay;  In 
cafes  of  equal  exigency,  the  preference  fhall  be  given, 
fird,  to  fuch  as  live  at  the  greated  didance  ; fecondly, 
to  thofe  recommended  by  fuch  Subfcribers  and  Bene- 
factors, as  have  not  recommended  any  In  Patient  within 
the  year ; and  thirdly,  to  thofe  recommended  by  the 
greated  Contributors. 

48.  That  Patients  duly  recommended  and  qualified, 
who  cannot  be  admitted,  for  want  of  room  in  the  In- 
firmary, be  entered  in  the  books,  as  In  Patients,  and 
received  into  the  houfe  preferably  to  any  other  in  equal 
ncceffity,  upon  the  fird  vacancies ; and,  in  the  mean 
time,  treated  as  Out  Patients. 

49.  That  one  bed,  in  each  Ward,  be  referved,  as 
a provifion  for  accident^,  that  require  immediate  relief. 

50.  That  no  woman  big  with  child,  no  child  under 
fix  years  of  age,  (except  in  extraordinary  cafes,  as 
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fra&ures,  or  where  cutting  for  the  flone,  or  any  other 
operation  is  required)  no  perfon  fufpe&ed  to  have  the 
fmall  Pox,  Venereal  Difeafe,  Itch,  or  other  infe&ious 
diftemper,  or  are  apprehended  to  be  in  a dying  con- 
dition, or  incurable,  be  admitted  as  In  Patients,  or,  if 
inadvertently  admitted,  be  fuffered  to  continue. 

51.  That  no  perfons  fhall  be  admitted  In  Patients, 
who  have  received  any  pay,  within  three  months, 
from  the  townfhip  or  place,  to  which  they  belong, 
unlefs  fnch  townlhip,  or  place  has,  by  its  proper  Offi- 
cer, fubfcribed  at  leaft  two  Guineas,  annually;  or 
unlefs  fuch  Officer  will  pay  3s.  6d.  per  week  for  their 
fubfiftence  feverally,  during  their  continuance  in  the 
houfe. 

52.  That  no  Soldier  be  admitted  an  In  Patient, 
untill  his  Officer,  or  fome  other  refponfible  perfon, 
has  engaged  to  pay  his  Subfiflence  Money  to  the  Trea- 
furer  of  the  Infirmary,  during  fuch  time  as  he  fhall 
continue  there,  (except  Soldiers  on  Furloe,)  when 
there  is  no  Officer  at  hand  to  engage  for  them. 

53.  That  all  Patients  be  difcharged  at  the  end  of 
two  months  after  their  admiffion,  unlefs  the  Phyfician 
or  Surgeon  certify  to  the  Weekly  Board,  that  there  is 
a probability  of  their  being  cured,  or  receiving  confi- 
derable  relief. 

54.  That  Patients  be  enjoined  to  defire,  that  Public 
Prayers  may  be  offered  for  them,  during  their  illnefs, 
and  to  return  public  Thanks,  in  their  refpe£live  places 
of  divine  worfhip,  upon  their  recovery. 

55.  That  the  medical  and  furgical  Patients  (hall  be 
kept  as  much  feparated  from  each  other,  as  the  cir- 
cumftances  of  the  Inflitution  will  permit. 


56.  That 
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56.  That  the  names  of  the  officiating  Chaplain 
and  houfe  Vifitors,  for  the  enfuing  week  ; and  an 
account  of  the  Patients,  admitted  and  difcharged  at  the 
Infirmary  and  Lunatic  Hofpital ; together  with  the 
Hate  in  which  they  are  difcharged,  by  every  Weekly 
Board,  be  inferted,  as  an  article  of  intelligence,  in  the

thofe,  who  lhall  be  recommended  for  In  Patients , 
to  certify  their  opinions  of  the  feveral  cafes  to  the 
Board,  and  to  receive  under  their  care  fuch,  as  fhall  be 
admitted. 

58.  That  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  undertake 
equally,  the  care  of  the  In,  Out,  Home,  and  Lunatic 
Patients ; that  they  vifit  their  refpe£live  In  Patients,  at 
leaft,  twice  in  every  week,  and  at  fuch  other  times, 
as  lhall  to  them  appear  neceffary.  That  they  alfo 
attend,  whenever  notice  fhall  be  given  to  them,  by 
the  Apothecary  or  Matron,  of  any  particular  emer- 
gency j and  that  they  note  down,  at  the  end  of  each 

week, 
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week,  the  names  of  fuch  In  Patients,  as  are  proper  to 
be  difcharged,  on  the  enfuing  Monday. 

59.  That  after  a Patient  fhall  have  remained  in  the 
Infirmary  two  months,  a confultation  be  held  of 
three  of  the  Phyficians  at  lead,  if  the  cafe  be  a 
medical  one,  and  of  five  of  the  Phyficians  and  Sur- 
geons at  lead,  if  a chirurgicai  one,  to  determine  on 
the  propriety  of  retaining  or  difcharging  the  Patient, 
and  to  repoct  the  refult  to  the  Weekly  Board  ; that 
to  eftablifh  this  practice  on  a condant  and  regular 
plan,  the  fird  Wednesday  of  every  month,  at  eleven 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  fhall  be  appointed  for  holding 
fuch  confultations ; and  that  the  cafe  of  every  Pa- 
tient, who  has  been  above  two  months  in  the 
Hofpital,  fhall  be  examined  by  them  at  each  conful- 
tation, until  fuch  Patient  be  difcharged. 

60.  That  no  amputation,  or  other  great  operation 
be  performed,  except  upon  urgent  occafions,  without 
a previous  confultation  of,  at  lead,  two  Phyficians 
and  three  Surgeons ; and"  then,  only  on  the  determi- 
nation of  the  majority;  and  that  due  notice  be  fent, 
by  the  Apothecary,  of  fuch  intended  confultation, 
to  every  Phyfician  and  Surgeon  attending  the  Hof- 
pitals ; and  that  no  perfon  be  admitted  to  fee  the 
praftice  of  the  Houfe,  except  the  Apothecary,  Phy- 
ficians Clerk  and  Apprentices,  without  the  confent 
of  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons. 

61.  That  each  Phyfician  and  Surgeon,  whofe 
bufinefs  or  indifpofi.ion  fhall  oblige  him  to  be  abfent, 
engage  fome  other  Phyfician  or  Surgeon,  of  thcle 
Charities,  to  attend  for  him ; and  that  a Book  be 
-kept  at  the  Infirmary  and  Lunatic  Hofpital,  in  which 

fhall 
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fhall  be  noted  down,  by  a proper  perfon,  appointed 
by  the  Weekly  Board,  thofe  days,  on  which  the 
Phyficians  and  Surgeons  attend. 

62.  That  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  fhall  divide 
the  Towns  of  Manchefier  and  Salford  into  Diltri&s  or 
Parts,  which  divifions  they  fhall  communicate  to  the 
Weekly  Board,  and  fhall  vifit  only  fuch  Home 
Patients,  as  refide  in  the  refpettive  diftridts,  chofcn 
by  each  of  them,  unlefs,  by  mutual  agreement  among 
themfclves. 

63.  That  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  fhall,  as 
foon  as  may  be  after  receiving  the  Recommendations 
for  Home  Patients,  vifit  every  Patient  thcmfelves : 
that  they  fhall  date  and  fign  all  Prefcriptions  with 
their  names,  together  with  that  of  the  Patients,  and 
the  place  of  his  or  her  abode;  that  the  Phyfician's 
Clerk,  or  the  eldeft  Apprentice  to  the  Infirmary, 
whenever  either  of  them  are  dire&ed  by  the  Phyfi- 
cians to  vifit  Patients,  and  fhall  have  occafion  to  order 
medicine,  fhall  do  fo,  the  former  figning  the  letter  C. 
and  the  latter  A.  inflead  of  their  own  names,  and  that 
the  Apothecary  fhall  not  deliver  out  any  medicine 
without  fuch  prefeription  as  above-mentioned. 

64*  That  a Clerk  be  appointed  to  the  Phyficians, 
who  fhall  attend  upon  the  Home-patients,  as  they 
fhall  dirett,  and  report  the  Patient’s  cafe  to  the 
Phyficians, 
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APOTHECARY,  PHYSICIAN’S  CLERK,  AND 
APPRENTICES. 


65.  r I 1 H AT  the  Apothecary  fix  a ticket  on  each 
patient’s  bed,  fpecifying  his  name,  together 
with  that  of  his  Phyfician  or  Surgeon  ; the  time  of 
admiffion,  and  alfo  the  diet,  according  to  the  prefcrip- 
tion  of  the  Phyfician,  or  Surgeon  ; and  that  he  deliver 
to  the  Matron,  every  day,  a lift  of  fuch  patients,  as 
are  ordered  to  receive  any  other,  than  the  common 
diet  of  the  Houfe. 

66.  That  he  vifit  the  wards  every  morning,  and  be 
prepared  to  report  the  ftate  of  the  patients  to  the 
Phyficians  and  Surgeons. 

67.  That  an  account  of  the  number  of  vacant  beds 
in  each  ward  be  delivered  by  him,  to  the  Weekly 
Board  ; with  a lift  of  the  patients,  received  into  the 
houfe,  in  the  foregoing  week,  and  of  fuch  patients,  as 
have  been  in  the  Houfe  two  months. 

68.  That  he  difpenfe  no  medicines,  without  the 
direftion  of  the  Phyficians  or  Surgeons,  except  ift 
cafes  of  neceffity,  when  thty  cannot  be  confulted. 

69.  That  he  lhall  provide  the  drugs,  and  other 
articles,  neceffary  for  the  fhop,  by  the  direttion  of 
the  Phyficians,  Surgeons,  or  vifiting  Apothecaries,  and 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Weekly  Board;  and  fhall 
deliver  to  the  faid  Board  bills  of  expences,  at  leaft, 
once  in  every  quarter  ; and  that  all  chemical  and  com- 
pound medicines,  not  prepared  in  the  houfe,  fhall  be 
purchafed  from  the  Apothecaries  Hall  in  London, 
except  by  fpccial  direftion  from  the  above  named 
Officers, 


70.  That 
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70.  That  the  Phyftcians,  Surgeons,  and  vifiting 
Apothecaries  to  thefe  charities,  together  with  fuch 
Apothecaries  as  are  Truflees,  be  requeued  to  infpett 
the  drugs  and  medicinal  apparatus  of  the  fhop,  at  lead 
once  in  three  -months,  to  notice  the  conduct  of  the 
Apothecary,  and  to  report  their  obfervations  to  the 
Weekly  Board. 

71.  That  the  Apothecary  be  never  abfent,  when 
the  Phyftcians  and  Surgeons  are  to  attend ; and  that 
he  always  leave  notice  with  the  Matron  rwhere  he  may 
be  found;  and,  in  cafe  of  ficknefs,  or  any  neceflary 
avocation,  that  he  depute  another  Apothecary,  who 
{hall  be  approved  of  by  the  Phyftcians  aud  Surgeons, 
to  officiate  in  his  place. 

72.  That  a box  be  provided  and  fixed,  in  fome 
convenient  part  of  the  Infirmary,  to  which  eafy  accefs 
can  be  had,  into  which  all  recommendations  for  home 
Patients  {hall  be  put,  as  foon  as  brought  to  the  Infir- 
mary; and  that  every  morning  at  eight  o’clock  in  fum- 
mer,  and  nine  o’clock  in  winter,  the  faid  box  (hall  be 
opened  by  the  Phyfician’s  Clerk,  who  fhall  enter,  or 
caufe  to  be  entered,  fuch  recommendations  in  books 
provided  for  that  purpofe,  (which  books  fhall  be  laid 
before  every  W eekly  Board)  and,  after  they  are  fo  en- 
tered, he  fhall  write,  on  every  recommendation,  the 
name  of  the  Fhyfician  or  Surgeon,  to  whofe  diftrift 
or  part  the  Patient  may  belong. 

73.  That  the  Phyfician’s  Clerk  fhall  note  down, 
in  the  aforefaid  book,  in  a column  oppofite 
the  Patient’s  name,  the  day  of  the  month  of  every 
prefcription,  over  which  he  fhall  mark  the  letter  P. 
to  fuch  as  are  written  by  the  Phyftcian,  and  the 
letter  C.  to  thofe  by  the  Clerk,  and  A . to  thofe  by 
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the  Apprentices ; in  order  that  thk  Subfcribers  may 
learn  at  the  Infirmary,  that  Patients  are  duly  attended, 
and  that  no  imputation  of  neglett,  without  their 
knowledge,  can  attach  to  the  Faculty  or  Charity. 

74.  That  the  Apothecary  caufe  the  names  of  the 
Patients,  in  each  Ward,  to  be  called  over  every 
morning  and  evening,  and  enter,  in  the  Houfe 
Vifitor’s  Book,  the  names  of  thofe,  who  are  abfent, 
and  that  he  fuffer  no  In  Patients  to  go  further  than 
the  Inner  Court,  without  leave. 

75.  That,  previous  to  any  Apprentice  being’taken 
into  the  Koufe,  his  name  fhall  be  entered  at  a Weekly 
Board,  at  leaft  two  months,  in  order  to  give  time 
for  enquiry : that  he  fhall  not  be  articled  until  he  has 
refided  in  the  Houfe  three  months ; when,  if  all 
parties  approve,  he  fhall  be  bound,  at  his  own  ex- 
pence, to  the  Apothecary  for  the  time  being,  but 
liable  to  ferve  any  other  Apothecary,  that  may  be 
chofen  in  his  room,  during  his  apprenticefhip,  for 
a term  of  years  not  lefs  than  five,  nor  more  than  feven. 
That  the  Houfe  fhall  provide  him  with  board  and 
lodging  only.  That  he  fhall  pay  a Fee  to  the  Infirm-r 
ary  of  one  hundred  and  ten  guineas,  and  to  the 
Apothecary  of  ten  guineas,  at  the  time  his  articles  are 
figned,  and  a Fee  of  ten  guineas  more  to  the 
Apothecary,  when  he  has  ferved  two  years,  making 
in  the  whole  one  hundred  and  thirty  guineas.  That 
;n  the  lafl  year  of  his  Apprenticefhip,  with  the 
confent  of  a Weekly  Board,  and  every  time  obtaining 
leave  from  the  Apothecary,  he  fhall  vifit  the  Home 
Patients,  whenever  requefled  by  the  Phyficians  or 
their  Clerk, 
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SECRETARY. 


76.  r pHAT  the  Secretary  attend  at  every  Eoard 
1 to  minute  down  and  regifter  all  Proceed- 
ings, and  that  he  be  always  ready  to  produce  the 
Books  and  Accounts  of  the  Society,  fairly  written. 

77.  That  he  enter,  in  a Regiller,  the  names  of  the 
In  and  Out  Patients,  and,  when  required,  the  Home 
Patients;  the  Parifh  or  Townfhip,  to  which  they 
belong;  their  age  and  complaint;  when  admitted; 
when  difcharged;  and  in  what  ftate. 

78.  That  he  give  notice  in  writing  every  Satur- 
day, to  the  Phyfician  and  Surgeon  and  to  the  Cler- 
gyman, wliofe  turn  it  is  to  attend,  and  to  the  Houfe 
Vifitors,  who  are  appointed  to  vitit  the  Charities 
the  following  Week  ; and  that  he  annually  take  an 
Inventory  of  the  Houfehold  Goods  and  Furniture,  as 
direfled  in  the  27th  Rule.

79/  V 'HAT  the  Matron  take  care  of  the  Houfehold 
-*■-  Goods  and  Furniture,  according  to  the 
Inventory,  and  be  ready  to  give  an  account  thereof 
when  required. 

80.  That  fhe  vifit  the  Wards  and  Offices  every  day, 
and  take  care,  that  the  chambers,  beds,  cloaths,  linen, 

and 
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and  all  other  things  in  the  houfe,  be  kept  clean  • that 
every  In-patient  have  clean  fheets,  when  admitted, 
and  that  they  be  changed  every  fourteen  days,  or 
oftener  if  neceffary. 

81.  That  fhe  take  care,  that  the  nurfes  fcour  their 
refpeftive  Wards,  with  foap  and  warm  water,  or  with 
ley,  every  Friday  before  eight  o’clock  in  the  morning, 
from  the  firft  of  March  to  the  firft  of  O&ober,  and, 
before  nine  o’clock,  from  the  firft  of  Oftober  to  the 
firft  of  March,  and  that  they  mop  their  refpe&ive 
Wards,  once  in  every  week,  on  an  intermediate  dav, 
before  the  fame  hours,  and  keep  them  conflantly 
clean  by  fweeping;  and  that  the  ufe  of  fand  be  totally 
abolitned. 

82.  That  fhe  alfo  take  care,  that  he  nurfes  fcald 
the  chamber  pots,  every  morning,  and  fcour  them, 
every  Tuefday  and  Friday  ; and  that  they  be  kept  out 
of  the  Wards  during  the  day  time,  except  in  cafes  of 
neceflity. 

83.  That  fhe  keep  a daily  account  of  the  provifions 
and  other  neceffaries,  ready  to  lay  before  the  Weekly 
Board;  that  fhe  attend  to  the  diflribution  of  them, 
and  never  fuffcr  any  to  be  wafted,  or  carried  out  of 
the  Floufe. 

84.  That  fhe  keep  a Diet  Book,  by  which  the 
number  of  patients,  on  each  diet,  may  be  known. 

85.  That  fhe  take  care  of  the  keys  of  the  houfe, 
and  fee,  that  the  doors  be  always  locked,  at  ten  in  the 
evening  from  Michaelmas  to  Lady-Day,  and  at  eleven 
in  the  evening,  from  Lady-Day  to  Michaelmas. 

86.  That  fhe  fee,  that  all  the  Nurfes,  Servants  and 
Patients,  obferve  the  Rules  of  the  Houfe,  and  do  their 
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duty ; and,  in  cafe  of  milbehaviour  or  negleft, 
acquaint  the  Weekly  Board,  or  the  Houfe  Vifitors, 
thereof. 


March  to  the  firft  of  Oftober,  and,  by  eight  in  the 
morning,  from  the  firft  of  Oftober  to  the  firft  of 
Match ; and,  that  they  ferve  up  breakfaft,  within, 
an  hour  after  the  wards  are  cleaned ; and  that  they 
fee,  that  the  patients  take  their  medicines,  according 
to  the  direftions  of  the  Apothecary. 

88.  That  the  Nurfes,  and  other  Servants  obey 
the  Apothecary  and  Matron,  as  their  Mafter  and 
Miftrefs ; that  they  behave  with  tendernefs  to  all  the 
Patients  ; with  civility  and  refpefk  to  Strangers  ; and 
that  they  withdraw  whenever  the  Houfe-Vifitors  enter 
the  wards. 

89.  That  the  Nurfes  obey  the  order  of  the  Phy- 
ficians  and  Surgeons,  and  that  they  do  not  ncglett, 
infult,  or  quarrel  with  any  patient,  on  any  pretence 
whatfoever.  But,  if  any  patient  do  not  obferve  the 
Rules,  hung  up  in  each  of  their  wards,  or  otherwife 
tnifbchave,  that  the  nurfes  immediately  complain  to 
the  Apothecary  or  Matron,  and,  if  the  fault  be  not

HAT  the  Nurfes  clean  their  refpeftive  Wards 
by  feven  in  the  morning,  from  the  firft  of 
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properly  attended  to  by  them,  that  the  nurfes  inform 
the  Houfe- Vifitors,  or  the  Weekly  Board  of  the  cafe. 

go.  That  they  be  particularly  attentive  to  carry, 
as  loon  as  poffible,  all  empty  phials,  gallipots,  &c. 
into  the  Shop  ; and  that  they  do  not,  on  any  account, 
neglcCt  to  adminifter,  punctually,  the  medicines,  as 
preferibed  by  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons. 

91.  That,  in  addition  to  the  prefent  Nurfes,  a 
Man  and  Woman  be  appointed;  the  former  of  whom 
fhall  fuperintend  the  Men’s  Wards,  and  the  latter, 
thole  of  the  Women,  fee  that  the  medicines  be  duly 
adminiftered  in  their  refpeCtive  departments,  and 
attend  upon  all  patients  after  operations.  That  they 
fhall  take  care  to  provide  proper  dreffings  and 
bandages,  with  which  they  fhall  be  ready  to  wait  on 
the  Surgeons,  in  their  particular  wards,  at  the  ufual 
hour  of  drefling  ; and,  at  all  times,  to  have  a proper 
fupply  of  the  fame  in  cafes  of  emergency.  That  the 
man  alfo  provide  dreffings  and  bandages,  in  the 
Surgery,  every  morning  by  nine  o’clock,  and  perform 
fuch  other  fervices,  as  the  Surgeons  fhall  direft  ; and, 
both  the  Man  and  Woman  fhall  be  fubjeft  to  the 
Rules  made  for  the  government  of  the  Nurfes  ; and 
the  Nurfes  fhall,  on  all  occafions  relative  to  their 
official  employments,  be  refponlible  to  them,  as  they 
themfelves  fhall  be  to  the  Houfe  Surgeon,  Apothecary 
and  Matron. 

92.  That  all  perfons,  employed  as  Servants  in 
the  Houfe,  be  free  from  the  burden  of  children,  and 
the  care  of  a family  ; and  that  no  Officer  or  Servant, 
living  in  the  Infirmary  or  Lunatic  Hofpital,  fhall 
follow  any  trade  or  profeffion,  upon  peril  of  being 
dil'charged ; and  that  no  horfe  or  other  animal  fhall  be 
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kept,  within  the  preempts  of  the  Infirmary,  by  any 
Officer  or  Servant  whatever.

93/  I 'HAT  no^  ^gxlucr  go  out  of  the  Infirmary, 
without  leave  from  the  Phyfician  or  Surgeon, 


firft  fignified  to  the  Matron:  or  lie  out  of  the  Houfe, 
on  any  account  whatfoever,  on  pain  of  expulfion. 

94.  That  Patients  abfenting  themfelves,  without 
leave,  fhall  not  be'  received  into  the  Houfe  again, 
until  the  next  Weekly  Board. 

95.  That  no  Men-Patients  go  into  the  Women's 
Wards,  nor  Women  into  the  Men’s,  without  leave 
of  the  Matron. 

96.  That  they  do  not  fwear,  curfe,  behave  rudely 
or  indecently,  on  pain  of  expulfion,  after  the  firft 
admonition. 

97.  That  no  Patient  prefume  to  play  at  cards, 
dice,  of  any  other  game,  wiihin  the  walls  of  the 
Infirmary,  or  to  fm-oke,  any  where,  within  the  doors, 
without  leave  from  the  Phyfician  or  Surgeon,  firft 
fignified  to  the  Matron. 

98.  That  fuch  Patients,  as  are  able,  be  employed 
in  nurfing  the  other  Patients,  walking  and  ironing 
linen,  cleaning  the  wards,  and  in  fuch  other  fervice, 
as  the  Matron  fliall  require,  the  Matron  having  firft 
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obtained  leave  from  the  Patient’s  Phyfician  or  Sur- 
geon. 

99.  That  fuch  In  Patients,  as  are  able,  be  allowed 
to  go  to  their  refpeftive  places  of  Worfhip  (in  Man- 
chejler  or  Salford ) on  Sundays , in  the  forenoon  and 
afternoon,  but  that  they  return  to  the  Infirmary 
direffcly  after  fervice  is  over. 

100.  That  all  Out  Patients  attend  at  fuch  times,  as 
their  Phyficians  or  Surgeons  fhall  appoint  ; and,  if 
they  abfent  themfelves  twice  together,  without  a 
reafonable  caufc,  to  be  allowed  by  the  Phyfician  or 
Surgeon,  that  they  fhall  be  difeharged  for  irregularity. 

101.  That  no  frefh  medicines  be  given  them,  until 
they  deliver  back  their  phials  or  gallipots,  and  fuch 
medicines,  as  they  have  not  ufed. 

102.  That  no  Patient  prefume  to  loiter  about  the 
Infirmary  or  ftreets  adjacent,  ox  to  beg  any  where  in 
the  town,  on  pain  of  being  difeharged  for  irregularity,. 

103.  That  no  perfon,  difeharged  for  irregularity, 
be  admitted  again  a patient  of  the  Infirmary,  on  any 
recommendation  whatever,  except  in  cafes  of  accident 
or  extreme  danger. 

104.  That  no  perfon  fhalt  in  future  be  permitted 
to  vifit  any  Patient  in  the  Infirmary,  without  firlt 
attending  in  the  Out  and  Home  Patients  Room,  and 
obtaining  an  order  from  the  Apothecary  or  fenior 
Apprentice,  for  that  purpofe ; except  on  Tucfdays 
and  Fridays , between  the  hours  of  two  and  four  in 
the  afternoon. 
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LIBRARY  and  ANATOMICAL 
PREPARATIONS. 

105/  I 'HAT  a Library  of  Medical,  Chirurgical,  and 
Anatomical,  Books,  and  of  fuch,  as  are  inti- 
mately conne&ed  with  the  Science  of  Medicine,  be 
inflituted  in  fome  part  of  the  Infirmary,  where  conve- 
nient accefs  may  be  had  without  interruption  to  the 
bufinefs  of  the  Houfe. 

106.  That  at  prefent,  the  furplus  of  the  appren- 
tice fee,  viz.  Sixty  Guineas,  formerly  paid  to  the 
Surgeons  of  this  Hofpital,  but  rclinquifhed  by  the 
Surgeons  lately  appointed,  be  appropriated  for  the 
purchafe  of  books  and  anatomical  preparations  ; and 
that’  voluntary  donations  be  accepted  for  the  fame 
purpofe. 

107.  That  no  books  fhall  be  purchafed,  but  fuch, 
as  fhall  be  recommended  to  the  Weekly  Board  by 
a majority  of  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  of  thefe 
Ilofpitals. 

108.  That  the  Library  be  open  to  the  Truflees, 
the  Medical  Attendants  on  the  Ilofpitals,  and  the 
Pupils,  from  nine  o’clock  in  the  morning  to  nine 
in  the  evening — But  that  the  anatomical  prepa- 
rations be  depofited,  in  proper  cafes,  the  keys  of 
which  fhall  be  kept  by  the  Prefictent,  Treafurer,  and 
each  of  the  Phyficians,  Surgeons,  Vifiting  Apothe- 
caries, by  the  Houfe  Surgeon,  and  by  no  other 
perfon. 

109.  That  the  books  be  numbered,  and  a catalogue 
taken  and  kept,  by  the  Apothecary. 

1 10.  That  no  books  be  lent,  or  removed  out  of  the 
Infirmary,  on  any  pretence  whatsoever. 
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RULES  FOR  THE  MATRON, 

WHICH  ARE  HUNG  UP  IN  HER  ROOM. 

1/  I ’HE  1 ru ftees  of  this  Charity  require,  that  you 
carefully  fuperintend  the  management  of  this 
Infirmary  in  every  particular;  and  fee,  that  it  is  con- 
duced with  the  greateft  poflible  regularity,  cleanlinefs 
and  ceconomy. 

2.  That  you  {hall  vifit  all^hc  Wards,  at  leaf!,  every 
morning  and  evening,  at  which  time  you  fhall  enquire 
of  the  Patients,  whether  they  have  their  medicines 
regularly  given  them,  and  whether  they  are  properly- 
attended,  and  well  ufed  by  the  Nurfes.  You  fhall 
alfo  enquire  into  the  condu£t  of  the  Patients. 

3.  That  you  fhall  be  careful,  that  each  Patient  has  the 
diet  prefcribed,  that  you  fuperintend  the  Cook  in  pre- 
paring it,  and  take  care,  that  it  is  ferved  at  a regular 
Rated  hour,  arid  fee,  that  none  is  wafted,  and  that 
neither  liquors,  nor  provifions  are  brought  to  Patients, 
but  fuch  as  the  Houfe  provides. 

4.  That  you  treat  the  Patients  with  good-nature  and 
civility,  and  that  you  never  fuffer  any  degree  of  cru- 
elty, infolence  or  negleft  in  the  fervants  towards 
them,  to  pafs  unnoticed. 

5.  That  you  pay  a ftrift,  and  unremitting  attention  to 
the  printed  Rules  and  Orders  of  this  Charity,  and  as 
far  as  your  department  extends,  fee  them  duly  ex- 
ecuted. 

6.  That  you  employ  no  Patient  in  the  work  of  the 
Houfe,  without  firft  obtaining  leave  from  his  or  her 
Phyfician  or  Surgeon. 
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7.  That  in  cafe  of  the  improper  behaviour  of  Servants 
or  Patients,  you  complain  to  the  next  Weekly  Board. 

S.  That  you  coniider  yourfelf,  in  all  other  cafes,  as 
absolutely  refponhble  for  the  conduct  of  every  fervant 
under  your  direction. 

g.  That  no  provifions  or  ftores  of  any  kind  be  pur- 
chafed,  without  firft  obtaining  your  order;  that  you  fee 
that  there  is  the  quantity  charged,  and  that  the  quality 
be  good ; that  you  keep  the  key  of  them  ; and  that 
you  deliver  only  fuch  a certain  quantity  at  a time,  as 
fhall  enable  you  to  know,  that  it  is  confumed  by  the 
Charity. 

10.  That  you  never  fuffer  any  perfon  to  have  accefs 
to  the  above  provifions  or  fto'res,  without  your  being 
prefent?>  in  order  that  none  may  be  purloined. 

11.  That  you  lock  the  gates  yourfelf,  every  evening, 
which  divide  the  men’s  from  the  women’s  wards. 

1 2.  That  you  attend  the  prayers  in  the  Chapel  every 
day,  and  fee,  that  fuch  Patients,  as  are  able  do  the 
fame. 


RULES  FOR  THE  NURSES, 

WHICH  ARE  FRAMED  AND  HUNG  UP  IN 
EVERY  WARD. 

1.  T | ''HAT  none  of  the  Nurfes  in  the  Hofpital  do 
conceal  the  effects  of  any  of  the  Patients 
who  may  die  therein.  Reports  of  fuch  effects  are  to  be 
made,  immediately  after  the  dcccafe  of  the  patients, 

to 
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to  the  Apothecary,  by  each  Nurfe,  in  her  rcfpeftivc 
ward;  and  no  fervant  fhall  take  from  any  Patient, 
Stranger,  or  other  Perfon,  any  fee,  reward,  or  gratuity 
of  any  kind,  direftly  or  indirc&ly,  for  any  fervice 
done,  or  to  be  done,  on  account  of  the  Infirmarv. 

2.  That  no  dirt,  tow,  or  rags,  be  fuffered  to  re- 
main in  the  wards,  or  be  thrown  out  of  any  win- 
dow, or  down  the  bogs,  but  that  they  fhali  be  carried 
to  the  place  appointed  for  them ; and  that  none  of 
the  cloaths  of  the  patients,  or  others,  be  hung  out 
of  any  of  the  windows  of  the  Houle. 

3.  That  no-  foul  linen,  or  bed-cloaths,  whether 
fheets,  blankets,  &c.  be  kept  in  the  wards,  but  that 
they  be  taken  immediately  to  the  Matron,  in  order 
that  they  may  be  carried  to  the  walli-houfe ; and  that 
the  Nurfes  pun&ually  obferve  the  following  Regu- 
lation, viz.  That  whenever  a Patient  is  difeharged, 
his  bed-cloaths  fhall  immediately  be  made  clean,  the 
Bed  expofed  to  the  external  air,  and,  where  cir- 
cumftances  require  it,  new  Huffed:  That  the  fheets  of 
Patients,  remaining  for  a length  of  time  in  the  Hof- 
pital,  (hall  be  changed  once  a fortnight,  or  oftener, 
if  the  cafe  requires  it ; the  reff  of  the  bed-cloaths 
once  in  two  months ; and,  where  the  Patients  have 
fores  which  require  it,  once  a month;  their  fnirts  to 
be  changed  once  in  four  days,  their  night-caps  and 
ftockings  once  a week,  or  oftner,  if  found  neceffary. 

4.  That  the  Nurfes  fhall  Icour  their  refpective 
Awards  with  foap  and  warm  water,  or  ley,  every  Fri- 
day, before  eight  o’clock  in  the  morning,  from  the 
firft  of  March  to  the  firft  of  OElober  j and  "before  ninc 
o’clock  in  the  morning,  from  the  firft  of  OElober  to 
the  firft  of  March  ; and  that  they  fhall  mop  their  rei- 
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pettive  wards,  once  every  week,  on  an  intermediate 
day,  before  the  fame  hours,  and  keep  the  wards  clean 
in  the  mean  time  by  fweeping;  and  that  no  fand  (hall 
bo  fuffered  to  remain  on  the  floors. 

5.  That  the  Nurfes  be  particularly  attentive  to 
carry,  as  foon  as  pofiible,  all  empty  phials,  &c.  into 
the  fhop  ; and  they  muft  not,  on  any  account,  negleft 
punctually  to  adminifler  the  medicines,  as  preferibed 
by  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons. 

6.  That  the  chamber-pots  be  fealded  every  morn- 
ing, and  fcoured  every  Tuefday  and  Friday , and  be 
kept  out  of  the  wards  during  the  day,  except  in  cafes 
of  neceffity. 

y.  That  one  window  at  lead:,  in  every  ward,  fhall 
be  kept  open  in  the  day  time  ; and  that  as  many  more 
fhall  be  opened,  as  the  changes  of  the  feafon,  and  the 
Hate  of  the  weather  will  allow,  at  the  direction  of  the 
Phvflcians  and  Surgeons. 

8.  That  any  Nurfe,  who  fhall  connive  at  Patients 
leaving  their  wards,  or  abfenting  themfelves  from  the 
Hofpital,  without  leave,  and  who  fhall  not  make  a 
report  to  the  Apothecary  of  her  having  miffed  fuch 
Patients,  fhall  be  difeharged  from  the  Houfe. 

9.  That  the  Nurfes  take  care  to  prevent  the 
Patients  from  lying  down  in  their  beds  with  their 
cloaths  on,  and  from  having  any  provifions,  &c. 
under  their  bedding;  and  that  no  victuals  fhall  be 
dreficd  in  the  wards. 

10.  That  the  Nurfes  fhall  punctually  obey  the 
orders  of  the  Phvflcians,  Surgeons,  Apothecary,  and 
Matron  ; and  that  they  fhall  not  negleCt,  infult,  or 
quarrel  with  any  Patients,  on  any  pretence  whatever  ; 
and  that  if  any' Patients  do  not  obferve  the  Rules 
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hung  up  in  each  ward,  or  fhall  othewife  mi  {behave 
themfelves,  the  Nurfe,  in  fuch  cafe,  fhall  complain  to 
the  Koufe  Vilitors,  or  Weekly  Board. 

■ N.  B.  Such  Nurfes  as  do  not  conform  to  thefe 
Rules,  fhall  be  immediately  dilcharged  from  the  fcr- 
vice  of  the  Houfc. 


RULES  FOR  THE  IN-PATIENTS 

At  the  Manchester  Infirmary*  fhewing,  what 
they  may  expefl  to  receive  from  the  Charity,  and 
what  the  Charity  abfolutely  requires  from  them, 
which  are  read  to  the  Patients  on  their  admiiTion, 
and  are  framed  and  hung  up  in  every  Ward. 


WHAT  THE  PATIENTS  MAY  EXPECT. 

i.WOU  may  expeft  the  greateft  civility  and  atten- 
J-  tion  from  the  Apothecay,  the  Matron,  the 
Nurfes,  and  every  other  perfon  employed  by  this 
Charity. 

2.  You  may  expc&  to  be  regularly  attended  by 
your  Phyfician  or  Surgeon. 

3.  From  the  Apothecary  you  may  expeft,.  that  he 

vifit  your  ward  every  morning,  when  you  will  have

an  opportunity  of  confulting  him  about  your  difor- 
dcr ; and  you  may  fend  for  him  at  any  other  time,  if 
you  conceive  it  ncccffary. 

4.  From  the  Nurfes  you  may  expeft  every  neccf- 
fary  care  and  attendance. 

5.  You  may  expeft  to' be  provided  with  clean  beds 
and  good  provifions  : and,  if  at  any  time,  you  fhould 
think  the  quantity  allowed  you  not  fufficient,  you 
have  a right  to  mention  it  to  your  P’hyftcian  or 
Surgeon,  who  will  order  you  more,  if  he  thinks  it 
will  be  proper  for  you. 

6.  If  you  are  taken  ill  in  the  night,  fo  as  to  want 
the  attendance  of  the  Apothecary,  defire  fome  one  of  the 
Patients,  who  is  able,  to  call  up  one  of  the  Nurfes, 
that  lies  near  your  Ward,  who  will  inform  him  with- 
out delay. 

7.  It  is  the  intention  of  this  Charity,  that  you 
fhould  have  every  comfort,  that  your  htuation  can 
reafonably  require. 

N.  B.  Should  all,  or  any  of  you,  not  obtain  the  things 
above-mentioned,  or  have  any  other  caufe  to  be  dilfa- 
tisfied,  you  have  a right  to  complain  both  to  the  Houle 
Viktors,  (who  attend  daily)  and  to  the  Weekly-Board. 
The  latter  meets  every  Monday  in  the  Board-room  at 
eleven  o'clock,  where  you  will  be  heard  with  atten- 
tion, and  your  grievances  redreffed,  if  reafonablc. 


WHAT  THE  CHARITY  REQUIRES. 

1 . ' FI  AT  you  pun&ually  obferve  the  directions  of 

JL  the  Phyfician  or  Surgeon,  who  attends  you ; 
and  alfo  of  the  Apothecary,  Matron  and  Nurfes. 
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2.  riiat  you  fhall  be  modeft,  regular,  and  orderly  ; 

tliat  you  neither  curie,  fwear,  nor  ul'e  any  bad,  or 

improper  language. 

3.  That  you  live  in  this  Infirmary  as  one  family, 
rendering  one  another  mutual  help  and  affiflance; 
and  alfo,  when  ordered  by  your  Phyfician,  Surgeon, 
or  the  Apothecary,  that  you  aflfift  in  the  Houle,  as 
much,  as  your  complaints  will  admit. 

4.  That  every  morning  you  Ihall  have  your  hands 
and  faces  wafhed  very  clean,  and  that  fuch  of  you, as 
do  not  ufe  the  warm  or  cold  bath,  Ihall  have  your 
feet  wafhed  every  Thurjday  evening. 

5.  That  fuch,  as  have  not  brought  with  you,  fhall 
fend  for  proper  changes  of  linen. 

6.  That  you  do  not  damage,  or  wafle  the  fmallcft 
matter  belonging  to  this  Charity. 

7.  That  no  provifions,  or  liquors  of  any  fort  be 
brought  to  you,  but  fuch  as  this  Charity  provides. 

8.  That  no  Men-Patients  gd  into  the  Women’s 
Wards,  or  Women  into  the  Men's  , and  that  none  of 
you  play  at  cards,  dice,  or  any  other  game  ; or  fmoke 
tobacco  without  leave  from  the  Apothecary. 

9.  That  you  regard  the  Apothecary  and  Matron, 
as  the  Matter  and  Millrefs  of  this  Hbufe,  and  that 
you  do  not  go  out  of  it  without  their  leave. 

1 0.  That  fuch  of  you  as  are  able,  fhall  attend  the 
public  prayers  in  the  chapel  every  day,  and  that 
every  Sunday , in  the  forenoon  and1  afternoon,  all  of  # 
you,  that  are  able  (and  obtain  leave  from  the  Apothe- 
cary) fhall  be  allowed  to  go  to  your  refpeftive  places 
of  worfbip  in  this  town;  but  you  muff  return  to  this 
Infirmary  as  foon  as  the  fervice  is  over. 
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1 1 . That  fuch  of  you  as  are  able,  (each  time  oh 
taining  leave  from  the  Apothecary)  be  permitted  to  go 
into  the  garden  every  day,  when  the  weather  is  good ; 
but  it  is  expetted,  that  you  be  guilty  of  no  im- 
proper, or  irregular  behaviour  whilft  there,  and  that 
you  do  not  walk  on  the  grabs  or  borders. 

i 2.  That  your  friends  be  allowed  to  vilit  you  on 
Tuesdays  and  Fridays , in  the  afternoon,  between  the 
hours  of  two  and  four  .;  but  on  no  other  day,  with- 
out leave. 

N.  B.  Such  .of  you,  as  do  not  cxaftly  conform  to 
thefe  rules,  will  have  the  great  difgracc  of  being  dif- 
charged  for  irregularity ; and,  being  fo  discharged, 
you  can  never  be  admitted  again,  by  any  recommen- 
dation whatfoever.
